ings and other programs in the public service, one can 
only hazard a guess", he said in a recent speech on the 
subject. "But should that happen the prospect of re- 
quiring a citizen to drop,money in a slot in order to see 
and get to know candidates for a public office is a dismal 
one indeed."

Automation 
Has Hit the 
Boat Industry

CHICAGO (UP) — Automation 


has hit the boat industry and be- 
fore long, Ihe pric eoh 15-foot run- 
abouts may drop so low that .just 
anybody can afford one, a boat 
buildin'g firm said today, 


"We're producing molded boats 


at the rate of oiii? hull every 13 
minutes," H.A. McCune of Sow 
man Boat Co. said "and our en- 
gineers tell us that. in theory we 
can get our production up to one 
hull every .three minutes. Scr in 
practice it might take five or six 
minuter." 


What that difference in produc 


tion time will mean is between 
$300 and $400 in the cost of a boat, 
McCunc said. 


"Last year it was taking us 


about half an hour lo produce a 
hull," lie said, "and we were sell 
ing the boats for $1,375. Just this 
week we cut the price on the 
same boat to $975, and when we 
get. that product on time down to 
five or six mjnutes, I think we 
can sell them for between $575 
and $675."
